Former Judge Says Speech 
Will Not Be Approved by 
Thoughtful People Who 
Appreciate the Judiciary.

Colonel Roosevelt at Ossawa- 
tomie Today Takes Part in 
Celebration of the John 
Brown Anniversary. 


NEW YORK-—“It is safe to assert that 
the attack upon the supreme court of 
the United States by Mr. Roosevelt in 
his address to the Legislature of Colo- 
rado will not be appreved by the bench 
and bar and the thoughtful people of 
this country who appreciate the import- 
auce of the judiciary in our governmental 
evstem and the necessity of a continu. 
ance of the existing publie confidence and 
affection in our courts.” 

This declaration was made in-a state- 
ment given to the United Press this 
afternoon by former Judge Alton B. 
Parker, who was defeated by Colonel 
Roosevelt for the presidency in 1904. 

“It happened that in the case of the 
people versus Lochner, referred to in the 
address as the ‘bakeshop case,’” con- 
tinued Mr. Parker, “the prevailing opin- 
ion of the court of appeals of this state 
was written by myself, with concurring 
opinions by Judges Gray and Vann. 
Judges O’Brien and Bartlett wrote dis- 
senting opinions: that, in all, five 
opinions were written in the court of 
appeals, showing the appreciation by 
that court of the fact that the question 
Was a very close one, about which minds 
must differ. Indeed,-this fact was made 
very prominent in the interesting de- 
bates around the consultation table as 
well as in the opinions written. 

“The history of this 
how narrow was the dividing line be- 
tween upholding and rejecting the stat- 
ute. The trial judge held the statute 
constitutional, the appellate division 
affirmed his decision by a vote of three 
to two, and the court of appeals affirmed 
~the appellate division by a vote of four 
to three. ‘The supreme court of the 
United States reversed the court of ap- 
peals by a vote of five to four. 

“Every judge in every court gave to 
this important question his best effort, 
which is strongly evidenced by the dif- 
ference of view of the members in the 
several courts. The fact should be quite 
sufficient to protect the greatest court 
in the world from offensive criticism from 
any source, and especially from one who 
heretofore manifested his dissatisfaction 
with a department of government which 
was performing the independent func- 
tions conferred upon it by the constitu- 
tion so as neither to encroach upon its 
coordinate departments of government 
nor to allow them to encroach upon it.”

In brief, this is the plan evolved by 
Republican leaders in an effort to save 
the party from defeat in November. It 
will be accomplished by the defection of 
tepresentative MeCall (Rep., . Mass.) 
from the ranks of the majority on the 
committee, who favor exonerating the 
secretary, and the non-participation in 
the final verdict by Senator Root (Rep., 
N. Y¥.). If the plan works out, the judg- 
ment will be 6 to 5 against Mr. Ballin- 
ger. 

Shortly before the hearings of ‘he com- 
r:ittee closed, Senator Root left for 
Europe. It was. understood that he 
would participate in the findings of the 
committee. Now, however, the plan is 
to have the committee vote to disqualify 
the New York senator, on the ground 
of his absence at a critical point in the 
hearings. This would leave the vote 
6 to 5 in Mr. Ballinger’s favor. To make 
the majority against the secretary of 
the interior, Congressman MeCall has 
been pressed to join forces with the op-

Mr. MeCall’s position in the controversy 
has been less clear than that of any of 
the Republicans. The attitude of Messrs. 
Nelson. Root, Flint, Sutherland, Olmsted 
and Denby was clearly defined by their 
conduct at the hearings. Mr. MeCall was 
more inclined to be impartial. and up to 
the Jast moment was put down by those 
in close touch with the “trial” as doubt- 
ful.

TRAIN FOR ROYALT IE 
ON TOUR OF COUNTRY)

LONDON—A luxury which is to be 
enjoved by the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught on their forthcoming South 
African tour is to be an entire special 
train, which is now in the course of con- 
struction for the exclusive use of the 
royal pair and their suite. Never before 
has a train been built to order for a 
single pilgrimage on the part of the 
travelers for whom it was brought into 
existence. 

The present program of the duke and 
duchess calls tor an itinerary of 4000 
miles. lor the comfort and convenience 
of the roval couple the train is to be 
provided by the Central South African 
railway, The cars are being built at 
Pretoria. The fitting up and upholster- 
—ing of the royal salons is under way in 
England. Sir Richard Solomon, the high 
commissioner for South Africa, came to 
London to supervise the preparations. 

The roval train will be composed of 
ten magnificent corridor parlor, sleep- 
ing and dining cars in the following or- 
der, starting from the engine: 1, kitch- 
en staff and luggage; 2, private coach; 3, 
Duchess of Connaught’s salon; 4, Duke 
of Connaught’s salon; 5, royal dining 
car; 6, observation car! 7, first-class 
_coach for suite; 8, dining car for suite; 
9, second-class car; 10, kitchen staff and 
luggage. 

The duchess’ salon is a creation in 
blue, with velvet and satin-upholstered 
furniture. The car will have a double 
roof to keep out the heat. The side 
walls will be South African walnut and 
Rhodesia teak. The carpet and curtains 
are of velvet. The solid parts of the 
tables, writing desk, chairs and sofa are 
of walnut or teak. The bed chamber, 
which takes up the front half of the car, 
is in white, except the carpet, which is 
blue. 

A bath room with a nickel tub adjoins 
the duchess’ bed room and next to the 
—bath room is an apartment for the maid. 
The duke’s car is also divided into bed 
room and day salon. The general scheme 
of color treatment is in green silk and 
morocco. 


RUSSIA CRITICAL

ST. PETERSBURG—The text of the

FOREIGN LOAN Io 
NEEDED IN PERSIA 
TD FURTHER REFORM 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

TEHERAN, Persia—The question of a 
foreign loan is again being discussed, and 
the Istaklal Iran newspaper, which may 
be said to express, in a measure, Official 
views, lays considerable stress upon the 
urgeney of instituting thorough reforms. 
It further points out that without money 
reforms cannot be brought abeut, and 
that it will be impossible to obtain 
money through an internal loan. 

With reference to the question of em- 
ployment of foreign advisers, the govern- 
ment has practically decided that they 
are to be employed. as follows: Seven 
Frenchmen to be attached to the min- 
istry of finance, six foreigners to the 
ministry of the interior, four of whom 
are to be Italians and two Swiss. Their 
chief duties will consist in the reorgan- 
ization of the gendarmerie, the taking of 
a census, and in acting generally as 
advisers to the provincial governors. 
Two Egyptian Mussulmans are also to 
be emploved for the purpose of codify- 
ing the laws in a manner similar to 
that in Egypt. It is understood that the 
proposal will shortly be presented to the 
Mejliss by the minister of war, for the 
employment of foreigners to reorganize 
the army.

WELLINGTON, N. Z.—There is per- 
haps no better indication of the pros- 
perity or otherwise of a country than 
the railway returns. During the past 
financia) year a profit of over £1,000,000 
has, according to official figures, been ob- 
tained on the working of the New Zea- 
land state railways. That this condi- 
tion of affairs is not considered to be 
transitory is proved vy the fact that the 
railway authorities have decided to con- 
struct a considerable quantity of new 
rolling stock to_deal with the _ traffic, 
which those who are competent to ex- 
press an opinion declare will exceed all 
previous records.

MILFORD GRANITE. 
DECREE REVERSED 
BY CIRCUIT COURT 


The United States circuit eourt of 
appeals, Judges Lowell and Aldrich, 
with Judge Putnam dissenting, has re- 
versed the decree of the circuit court, 
directing Ralph A. Stewart, receiver of 
the Milford Pink Granite quarries, to 
pay to,the state of New Jersey $8,045.71, 
being the amount of franchise taxes 
assessed by the state upon the property 
for the vears 1906. 1907 and 1908. 

The court of appeals holds that the 
taxes in question are based upon a 
statute of a foreign jurisdiction. They 
are in the nature of a franchise tax, and 
the decree of the circuit court gave them 
preference over unsecured local creditors 
in this jurisdiction. : 

The court further holds that the taxes 
and the mode of assessment are ad- 
mittedly arbitrary upon outstanding 
stock without the remotest reference to 
value and they were imposed upon an 
insolvent situation subsequent to pro- 

~ ceedings in equity, and subsequent to 
the appointment of a receiver. 

In his dissenting opinion Judge Put- 
nam thinks the decree of the cireuit 
court should be so modified as to strike 
out the allowance of $2272.80 for the 
vear 1908 and also strike out all allow- 
anee of interest. He holds that the 
state of New Jersey has no relief here 
except based upon some. special 
equity, and having some proportion at 
relation thereto.

SAGAMORE BEACH, Mass.—A con- 
ference on the moral and religious train- 
ing of the young is in progress here 
today, and will continue through Thurs- 


day. At the opening session Tuesday 
evening the delegates were welcomed by 
the Rev. Dr. Francis E. Clark of Boston, 
founder of the Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety. Dr. Clark said that the conference 
had been called to consider methods of 
giving young people the moral and reli- 
gious ‘training which they needed. . 

The principal address of the evening 
was by George H. Martin, secretary of 
the Massachusetts state board of educa- 
tion, who spoke on “Moral Education in 
the Public Schools.” 

“If by moral and religious education 
is meant systematic instruction in form. 
ulated ethics and dogmatic theology,” 
said Mr. Martin, “the public schools are 
doing little. If by moral education is 
meant influences which make for correct 
living, the work of the public schools is 
of immeasurable value. 

“Punctuality, obedience, silence, order, 
industry, necessary in the daily routine 
of school life, become by constant prac- 
tise habits in the life of the children. 
They are moral quantities because they 
call for the constant exercise of self- 
restraint. 

“Through the work and play of the 
school certain other moral qualities are 
developed—-honesty, truthfulness, a sense 
of justice and fair play, regard for the 
rights and feelings of others. In regard 
to all these qualities there is a school 
standard and a social conscience. 

“TI believe that the boys and girls leav- 
ing the grammar school have a higher 
standard than is common in the social 
and business circles which they enter. 

“On the whole the influence of the 
public schools is making for righteous- 
ness, and that their work is not vain is 
evidenced by the fact that the vast ma- 
jority of men and women in every com- 
munity are leading well ordered lives 
under the sanctions of moral law.”

ENGLISH CAPITAL 
FOR STEEL PLANT 
ON PACIFIC COAST 


SAN FRANCISCO—A steel corpora- 
tion with a paid up capital running far 
into nine figures, with a possibility that 
it will ultimately exceed that of the 
United States Stee] Corporation, is soon 
to be launched, the huge plant of which 
is to be built in California, with a prob- 
ability of San Pedro being chosen as a 
location. 

Five million dollars has already been 
expended in the securing of options on 
over 5,000,000 acres of iron mines or 
deposits in California and coal mines in 
this state and Mexico, according to T. 
Connon Middleton of London, England, 
who with his family is in this city on 
a short visit. / 

“There is no question of the success- 
ful consummation of this project,” said 
Mr. Middleton. “We are prepared to go 
into this thing on a scale that will sur- 
prise the entire country a few vears 
from now. We have made tentative 
arrangements with a number of steam- 
ship lines, and our raliroad arrange- 
ments are all complete. The most im- 
portant factor of raw material has been 
provided for, and our present supply will 
last not less than 500 years. 

“One thing that will doubtless sur- 
prise most people is that steel can be 
manufactured on this coast at a saving 
of not less than 20 per cent. This is 
owing to climatic conditions. 

*I cannot give vou the names of those 
interested in England, or in this coun- 
try, though I do not mind saying the 
men behind the deal are the wealthiest 
bankers and financiers in the world. As 
soon as I submit my report, which must 
be a favorable one, the money will be 
available. We have already gone into

o. the new South; he has given his God- 
speed to the homesteaders of the West, 
to the promoters of western irrigation 
and reclamation, even to the extent of 
supporting bond issues of the govern- 
ment for the development of their coun- 
try; he has applauded conservation and 
the preservation of forests; he has re- 
joiced in the reclamation of swamp lands 
and the cheerful reports that have come 
from the South and out of the western 
states, but he has asked that in propor- 
tion to its population and its commer- 
cial significance, simple justice, long de- 
layed, shall be extended by the federal 
government to the people and the enter- 
prises of the, Atlantic saboard. 

“Your president may have been guilty 


and a wobegone tendency to accept 
the regular order, the East has permit- 
ted itself to be stood aside; to take 
what it could get and be content; or, 
in other words, accept with grateful 
complacency the knowledge that its field 
of opportunity has been growing nar- 
rower, year by year. 

“Your president has even dared to 
scratch New England.

pointed out; he has seen the contented 
New Englanders stand aghast at the 
rapids of the Connecticut river above 
Hartford, and has wondered if the peo- 
ple who are paying the $70,000,000 for 
freight on coal are aware that the im- 
provement of their river for freight car- 
rying purposes would be but a bagatelle 
compared with the improvements. the 
government is making to the Columbia 
river in the great Northwest. ‘To 
extent he has been sectional; he has 
tried deliberately to awaken hereabouts 
the slumbering bearers of the white man’s 
burden, but if statements involving such 
‘sectionalism’ have had the effect of 
pricking the hide of the business man, 
whose public spirit is never permitted 
to find an exit over his own threshold, 
your president mighty glad of it. 
The bane of the business world today, 
as it is viewed from a Waterways stand- 
point, is that many of those who profit 
most by public undertakings are the 
last to give them their support. 

“Were we justified in forming an At- 
lantic association? Let us see. Two Presi- 
dents and two separate Congresses have 
been advised of the desires of the East 
in this respect.

TOPEKA, Kan.—-The Democratic and 
Republican parties convened. here in 
state conferences Tuesday for the pur-

The situation was carefully canvassed 
and representative leaders of both 
parties strongly expressed themselves 
against the proposed department. How- 
ever, at the Democratic committee meet- 
ing a physician was present, and pre- 
sented the demand of the American 
Medical Association for a national 
bureau of health, also a resolution for 
what he called a “state registration law.” 

The Democratic members had _ been 
thoroughly informed as to the situation, 
however, and quickly informed the gen- 
tleman that his resolution would not be 
considered at all by the committee. 

No attempt was made to inject such 
a plank into the Republican platform. 
Many citizens here rejoiced on account 
of the courageous stand taken by the 
Democratic state convention in turning 
down the resolutions presented by the 
American Medical Association represen- 
tative. 


‘The insurgent faction of the Republi- | 


cans completely controlled the situation 
in their party meeting and the party 
council adopted a platform decidedly 
progressive, 

Governor Stubbs was elected chairman 
but later he resigned and Senator Bris- 
tow was chosen to preside during the 
rest of the session. When Senator Bris- 
tow took the chair he spoke on party 
issues. He upheld the inheritance tax, 
condemned monopolistic control, and de- 
clared that more legislation should be en- 
acted controlling the railroads. The tariff 
next received his attention. 

“The tariff bill enacted by the Congress 
of 1909 did not follow the standard fixed 
in the. national platform.” he said, “and 
was a violation of its pledges. I believe 
that a new tariff measure should be 
passed and I mean to fight for it just as 
long as I am in the Senate.” 

Following the Bristow speech, the com- 
mittee on resolutions submitted its re- 
port. As soon as the platform had been 
read by Congressman Murdock, Senator 
Curtis (regular) protested against adopt- 
ing it in toto and moved that a separate 
vote for the national issues be taken. 
His motion was lost and the platform 
was adopted as reported.

down their plants, conducting business 
at a loss, or raising prices to the con- 
sumer to conform to the recent big ad: 
vance in the price of raw cotton. Gar- 
nett Andrews, president of the National 
Association of Hosiery & Underwear 
Manufacturers, has sent out a state- 
ment to manufacturers throughout the 
country, urging them to advance prices 
and to do away with the practise, which 
he says exists in a large degree, of sell- 
ing their products at a figure which 
yields them no profit. 

Several mills in the heart of the Ken- 
sington district have already closed tem- 
porarily, and no attempt will be made 


to reopen them until, such time as the 
market shall adjust itself to conditions 
under which the manufacturers say they 
can make a profit. There are about 80 
hosiery mills in this city, employing up- 
ward of 25,000 operatives.

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Railroads 


Versus 
Shippers 


Witrtin’two months the interstate commerce 
commission, exercising its enlarged powers, 
must render one of the weightiest decisions 
in its history and be judged in the court of 
publie opinion by the effects of that mandate. 
Whatever the commission decides will stir 
both widespread approval and criticism, for 
_ that is mevitable where so many antagonistic 


| interests are concerned. Justice to one and 


aren all is the only question involved, but the path 
between right and wrong is so imperfectly defined in this case. that 
the facts must be weighed in the most delicate of scales. 

On the one hand nineteen attorneys of great western railroad 
systems are arguing at Chicago that higher treight rates must go 
into effect on Nov. 1, while the legal representatives of the 
big shippers maintawn that the latter cannot withstand the 
inauguration of the proposed advances. The railroads explain that 
owing to increased cost of maintenance and improvements, additional 
equipment and wage advances, rates must increase in order to 
equalize the burden of keeping up dividends so that the necessary 
funds will be forthcoming from the investing public. Otlerwise, 
they declare, no remedy is in sight for conditions that are not 
conducive to prosperity in America’s greatest industry. ,Their 
attitude since the temporary injunction was issued restraining them 
from putting the proposed advances into effect has been eminently 
fair. This was emphasized by their agreement to suspend the 
application of the rates until they were passed upon by the 
commission, thus causing the dissolution of the imyjunction. 

It is a well-known fact that the principal supporting reverwe 
of the great railroad carriers is derived from freight charges. The 
big railroads could not prosper without their freight business. Hence 
its unportance and the present controversy. Whether these western 
roads could meet their operating expenses and pay reasonably 
attractive dividends wliule reducing the proposed tariffs 1s what the 
commission must learn in order to decide wisely. The burden of 
proof is with the railroad, and this is as it should be always when 
the public weal is affected; but the companies must be allowed to 
return fair dividends to their stockholders and keep pace with 
the times. 


On the other hand, the railroads will have to tell the whole. 


truth and nothing but the truth, 1f they expect to justify their claims 
to consideration. There must be no attempt to minimize the figures 
of their net earnings so that the commission will pronounce the 
proposed rates reasonable. Also it is quite apparent that the 
railroads have improved their services more than was warranted by 
the demand of the last few years, although it is an open question 
whether they could have maintained those services without conceding 
the wage advances demanded. They may have committed ersors 
in these respects, but such mistakes cannot be regarded as verification 
of the statement by one student of the situation, that “‘the attempt 
of the railroads to furnish the almost luxurious service and to pay 
the high wages demanded, and then compel the public to pay for 
them through higher freight rates, is more likely to fail than to 
succeed.”’ 

Even if it be true that the railroads have been “burning the 
candle at both ends and in the middle,” therein is no reason why 
public utilities that mean so much to a nation’s prosperity should 
be allowed to suffer the consequences of such rasl’ judgment. 
Possibly a drastic readjustment is to come. Is the final solution 
to be lower freight rates, with a reduction of wages and ultimately 
of dividends, or allowance of the proposed advances in the tariffs 
and a cost of millions to the people? Or is it to be a continuance 
of the present freight charges, together with the cutting off of 
improvement and construction work demanded by the increasingly 
discriminating taste of the American public, which is unlikely to 
become reconciled to any such measures of economy applied at this 
late day? The now judicial interstate commerce commission, by a 
full and free hearing of both sides, will find it possible, like King 
Solomon of old, to reach middle ground in the shape of a 
compromise satisfactory to the railroads, the shippers and practically 
everybody else concerned. 


ANNEXATION consummates the ascendency 
of Japan in Korea. “Paramountcy” gives 
place to sovereignty, and no longer any 
question exists as to Japan’s intentions 
toward the country. Perhaps the most 
noticeable change at present will be in the 
status of the native dependents of foreign 
residents. Hitherto the doctrine of extra- 
territoriality has given foreigners there 
immunity from responsibility to the courts 
of the land: They could only be brought to book through >the 
jurisdiction of their national consuls, and under the laws of their 
respective countries. Hence they were able, without jeopardizing 
themselves, to aid their employees, students or converts very 
considerably in securing justice in cases at law. Japan no longer 
grants the privileges of extra-territoriality to the alien residents 
on her soil. She ended these “capitulations” when she. emerged 
from tutelage. The desire to disencumber her adnmmnistration in 
Korea from the disadvantages of extra-territoriality may have 
caused her to hasten the day of sweeping away the fiction of Korean 
nationality. That this theory is not without plausibility is shown 
by the complaints, voiced by certain Japanese papers, that the 
influence of foreign residents complicated the problems of Korean 
administration. zee ; 

Among the large world questions that remain for the future 
to answer 1s Whether the possession of a mainland realm will enable 
Japan to become a great continental empire. The Komura ministry 
is commutted to the policy of checking the stream of emigration 
that once set toward the islands of the Pacific and the coast of 
North America and diverting it-to the region that fell to Japan 
as the spoil of the Russian war. This policy annexation will further,

Japanese 
intentions toward the Hermit kingdom date back to the days when 
China exercised sovereignty there. Scattered over China’s well-nigh 
limitless frontier are remnants of peoples, once conquerors, now 
subjects of the Chinese. The Japanese jokingly acknowledge the 
wonderful powers of assimilation exercised by the ‘*black-haired 
people” to whom they owe their language, architecture and—in a 
measure—descent. In embarking upon a mainland career may not 
the Japanese be placing themselves within influences which they do 
not fully understand and which they lack the power to control?

However. the fact remains that not since 1875, when southern 
industry was still greatly unsettled as a result of the disturbances 
incident to the reconstruction period, has cotton reached so high 
price, and this becomes an important consideration when viewe 
entirely without regard to the cause contributing immediately to 
Monday's rise. The great southern staple has been making a steady 
advance since the middle nineties. Every recession, from whatever 
cause, has left the price permanently, some points higher. About the 
time to Atlanta cotton states exposition was being promoted a 
person would have been set down as a dreamer if he had predicted 
that within fifteen years the price of the staple would go beyond 
ten cents. Today the South is familiarizing itself gracetully with 
a higher figure, and conservative men are looking forward 
confidently to a continuation of the advance. 

The same causes that have raised the price of nearly every 
other raw product are behind the steady increase in the quotations 
of cotton. The principal of these, of course, is the steady increase 
in consumption. Cotton is entering into more uses than ever before. 
It is in more universal demand. On the other hand, the South ts 
not producing cotton anywhere up to its capacity. There is a 
decided disposition among southern farmers of the more intelligent 
class to prevent the cheapening of the staple by overproduction. 
The movement for the diversification of southern crops has exercised 
a consideralsle influence, too. On the whole, the upward tendency 
of cotton is natural and wholesome and one of the many things 
at this time adding to the sum of the South's prosperity. 
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Ir ENGINEER O’RowurKE can, bv his plan which has so favorably 
impressed President Taft, raise the Maine from the mud of Havana 
Harbor and permit it to “come back” under its own steam, the nation 
will henceforth not only “remember the Maine,” but the mame ot 
O'Rourke, as well.
